A LETTER FROM THE 
RAYMOND BERRYS 

Dear Friends: 

It has pleased us very much to hear 
from some of you in the Southeast 
Conference and to receive assistance 
from individuals, churches, and groups 
in behalf of our Ministry to Indian 
Americans. Your good wishes and the 
assurance i of your prayers bring 
strength to us. 

The Cheyenne River Indian Reser- 
vation is a very huge expanse of land, 
sparsely populated. It is many miles 
from some of the Indian villages to 
others. Most of the roads are unpaved, 
rough, and very sticky when wet. Now 
that winter is here we have to be pre- 
pared for sudden blizzards. In my sta- 
tion wagon, I take along extra food, 
sleeping bag, shovel, flares, and chains. 
Even so, we listen rather closely to 
weather forecasts in planning our jour- 
neys. 

My ministry as a social worker in 
behalf of the church is developing into 
a very busy schedule of counseling in 
the office, visiting in the Indian homes, 
and working closely with other people 
in providing services to those children, 
youth, and adults trapped between a 
cultux-e which used to be somewhat 
meaningful and a fast moving society 
that they find hard to fit into. 

A young man twenty-one years old 
was just in my office. He was aban- 
doned as an infant, taken in by a poor 
Indian lady, reared (if we can call it 
that) in the depths of poverty, neglect, 
and lack of concern. Do you wonder 
that he is confused? He does not con- 
sider himself a man. He can't. There 
were not enough little "successes" in 
his formative years for him to achieve 
self-respect, sense of dignity, and man- 
fulness. He is truly lost. 

Later today, when school is out, 
some of the younger children, 11-15, 
will come to my office. They live in 
government dormitories during the 
week. When they come to my office, 
I will deal with such problems as ex-

sought to meet the tremendous needs 
of the changing community. 

During her ministry, the area's first 
integrated Vacation Church School was 
held and the church voted to be an 
open chui'ch, accepting into its mem- 
bership all persons who indicate their 
desire to participate. The church also 
established a birth control clinic, and 
it celebrated its 75th anniversary dur- 
ing Miss Welch's ministry. 

She served the Southeast Conference 
in many ways — as moderator, as mem- 
ber of boards and committees, and as 
a dedicated minister. 

A sentence which she used in a let- 
ter of resignation from the Board of 
Directors of the Southeast Conference 
expresses the character of her work as 
pastor of the congregation in Evarts. 
Miss Welch wrote, "I had hoped to at- 
tend the meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors February 21, but a member of 
the church is going to the hospital that 
day for surgery, and I never leave the 
parish under such circumstances." 

Whether surgery was to take place 
or the poorest of the poor in the com- 
munity needed transportation, the Rev- 
erend Miss Welch was pastor to the 
community as well as to those in the 
church fellowship. 

The Board of Directors of the South- 
east Conference accepted her resigna- 
tion February 21 and sent its greetings 
and best wishes to Miss Welch as she 
departs for Ohio. 

Miss Welch has served well and has 
had the high regard of her fellow- 
ministers in the Conference.

cessive drinking by 13 -year-olds, tru- 
ancy, fighting, poor grades, neglect by 
parents, need for clothes, and a host 
of related issues which combine in 
these young lives to spell trouble. 

Lest you think this to be an "impos- 
sible mission," let me say that I am 
dealing with people who have great 
potential. 

I will continue to go where they live 
— across the prairie, through cattle 
gates (I never opened and closed so 
many pasture gates in my life!), into 
the valleys, and over the hills — talk- 
ing, planning, persuading, and some- 
times chiding for an improved sense 
of worth, a little initiative, a heart- 
felt response to the call of God through 
Jesus Christ which elevates one's sight 
and clears somewhat the glass that he 
now sees through so darkly. 

Thank you for participating with us 
in this ministry — through OCWM, 
prayers, and other sharing.

Meetings Held At Conference Office 

The Commission on Church and Ministry, the Executive Committee, and the 
Board of Directors of the Southeast Conference met February 20-21 at the Con- 
ference office in Atlanta. 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
The Executive Committee submitted a Preliminary Planning Report which 
revealed that most of the congregations in the Conference have fewer than 100 
members (93 out of 125). Therefore, in order to exist, many of the churches must 
be served by men who are employed in secular work and who are able to provide 
a preaching ministry and only a minimum of other pastoral services. 
The report indicated that 26 minis- ■ 



ters have a college education or more 
and that 70 ministers have little or no 
education beyond secondary schools. 

The Commission on Church and 
Ministry initiated plans for making 
theological training available through 
seminars and short term courses. 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

The Board of Directors, noting that 
Conference Commissions were overly 
large and too expensive, voted that 
each Commission shall be composed of 
a chairman and six additional members 
elected for a term of one year and re- 
presenting at least four associations. 
This measure means that each commis- 
sion will have seven members instead 
of 14. 

The Board elected five representa- 
tives to the Interim Board of Directors 
for Dorchester Center: H. C. McEwen, 
J. Enwright, J. B. Wright, Mrs. A. C. 
Curtright, and A. Slater. 
BUDGET 

The Board adopted a budget for 1968 
of $75,321. Our Christian World Mis- 
sion giving will provide $53,750; the re- 
mainder will derive from other sources. 
If a third staff member is hired, sal- 
aries and allowances will total $24,700. 

The Conference intends to contribute 
$14,000 to the national OCWM treas- 
ury as basic support. 

The publication of the Southeast 
News costs $1,000 above income deriv- 
ed from subscriptions. 

Treasurer Harold Thomas reported 
that the Conference has $5,493.15 in the 
bank, all of which is in restricted 
funds. He further notes that the unre- 
stricted funds account is $375.21 in the 
red. 

CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 
AND YOUTH WORK 

The Christian Education and Youth 
Work Committee reports that eight 
summer camps and conferences have 
been set up in various areas of the 
Conference. These will be ecumenical 
ventures with the United Presbyterian 
churches of the area. Our churches 
will need to furnish leaders as well as 
campers.

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Highlights From United 
Church 1968 Assembly 

An optimistic note was sounded by 
Dr. Richard Shropshire, a Wisconsin 
physician who inspected missionary fa- 
cilities of the Board for World Minis- 
tries in India last year. He found much 
new evidence of the way the church 
is working to improve the lives of all 
the Indian people, not just the Chris- 
tians. 

And Dr. Reginald Helfferich, general 
secretary for service of the Board for 
World Ministries, reported the results 
of a gift of 640 day-old chicks to Ecua- 
dor in 1964. The gift has grown to more 
than 40,000 chickens which have laid 
approximately 4 million eggs. 

A NOTE OF GRAVITY 

The optimistic speeches were temp- 
ered by grave warnings from other 
speakers, however. 

The Reverend Arlie Porter, Minister 
of Metropolitan Mission in Detroit, re- 
porting for the Crisis in the Ghetto 
Committee, said that "the church stands 
badly torn and bleeding" as a result 
of the racial crisis. 

He stated that if the problems of the 
ghettos are to be eased by the church, 
it will have to raise money and a lot 
of it. 

"There is a danger that the very size 
of the problems and needs will immo- 
bilize us," he said. "... we simply 
must reach down into the pockets of 
our national instrumentalities and our 
state and regional conferences and our 
local congregations and experience a 
great outpouring of money backed by 
concern," he continued. 

MASSIVE STARVATION FORECAST 

The Reverend B. Kenneth Anthony, 
associate general secretary for service 
of the Board for World Ministries, 
warned that by the early 1980's the 
world will face mass starvation, and 
that it might already be too late to do 
anything about it. He urged church- 
men to support all programs which 
seek to improve agriculture and to 
raise more food. 



United Church Youth 
Annual Meeting To Feature 
Academy Theatre Troupe 

An exciting experience is promised 
for Saturday, March 31, when a touring 
company of professional actors pre- 
sents an original production to the 
Annual Meeting of the United Church 
Youth of the Southeast Conference at 
First Congregational Church, Atlanta, 
Georgia. 

The group, from Atlanta's Academy 
Theatre, has received standing ovations 
("as if they had just won a football 
game") from students in deprived in- 
ner-city schools that have everything. 

Confronted by the drama, the youth 
will be challenged to look at them- 
selves and the world in which they 
live — then to explore their responsi- 
bilities.

UCC Giving Is Up 3.99 Per Cent 

UCC congregations increased their 
support of conferences and national 
instrumentalities by 3.99 per cent in 
1967, said Dr. Sheldon E. McKay, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Stewardship 
Council. 

Total giving by the churches was 
$18,409,365, of which $11,071,732 went 
to national instrumentalities and $7,- 
337,633 went to the conferences.
